The White House statement was ident of France tonight to end the! Army star rising in Russia, 
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Prophet Elijah ¢alled Zoroaster, 
who lived in Assyria and who 
taught the Persians that one day 
a child would be born who would 
become the #avior of mankind. 
He prophesied that one day a 
new star would appear and that 
this would lead any who fol- 
lowed it to the child. Zoroaster 
said that he learned this from 
the Book of Seth, written by 
Adam’s son, after Cain and 
Abel. 


‘“‘When the star is seen,”’ said 
Zoroaster, ‘‘send our Magi to 
the child with gifts.’ 

The Magi were the high priests 
of the Persian religious organi- 
zation. Zoroaster had taught 
them that Seth, pious and de- 
vout all the days of his life, had 
been given the gift and secrets 
of wisdom above all other men. 

So, as Zoroaster had ordered, 
the 12 Magi were selected to 
watch for the star. A high tower 
was built. When one of the 
Magi died another was chosen, 
so that always 12 watched the 
skies. They peered at the 
heavens ,through the years 
until one day, even as Zoroaster 
had said, a new star did appear 
in the arches of the sky.

The King of Persia selected 12 
of the wisest of the priestly 
Magi, feasted them, and pre- 
pared the gifts. Legend has it 
that the gold they carried had 
been taken into Noah’s ark in 
nugget form; later that Terah, 
father of Abraham, made it into 
30 coins. This was the gold which 
the Ishmaelites used to purchase 


' Joseph when he was sold into 


slavery by his brothers. When 
he became governor of Egypt 
his brothers sent it to him as 
tribute. He, in turn, later used 
it to buy ointments and oils 
from the Queen of Sheba for pre- 
paring the body of his father for 
burial. The Queen of Sheba gave 
“the coins to Solomon on her visit 
to Judea. During the Babylonian 
captivity the coins fell into the 
hands of the Persians... 
Herod, when they arrived at 
his court, and told the story, 
which his own prophets then con- 
firmed, thought immediately of 
murder. He was a brutal man 
who had come to the throne by 
killing his brothey-in-law, his 
wife, and his sister’s husband, 
as well as many ‘‘friends,’’ who 
had been loyal to those whom 
he had killed to win, and hold, 
the throne. ‘The Magi followed 
the star, and found Mary with 
the child. From this Biblical 
lore we have the only written 
description of Mary. “Her fingers 
were long and smal].

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We Regret Veto 
Of Tax-Tag Bill 


In keeping with our journalistic duty 
to inform Georgians of the truth as we see 
the truth, we have given Gov. Herman 
Talmadge credit for the many fine things 
he has done in the best interests of Geor- 
gians. On the same basis we have criti- 
cized our governor when we thought his 
actions were not in the public interest. 

We must list under the latter the re- 
fusalto-sigrthe bill requiring proof of 
ad valorem tax payment on an automo- 
bile in order to get a license plate. Veto 
smacks of his father’s “$3 tag’’ politics. 

The governor objected to the bill as 
- presuming fraud on the part of every 
_ Georgian and as an inconvenience to auto 
owners. That is a pretty statement, but 
it won't close the.loophole in the present 
tax laws. _ 

We believe auto owners who make 
their proper tax payments are willing to 
have their honesty stand the test and to 
put up with a little inconvenience if it 
will mean that those who have been 
dodging the payment are forced to fall 
in line. 

' The county commissioners and the tax 
assessors had asked for the law because 
they know how many owners escape the 
auto tax. The Houston County tax col- 
lector last year estimated that more than 
2,000 cars and trucks were missing from 
the tax digest in his county alone. The 
estimated loss in taxes was $38,147. That 
$38,147 would have been a big help in 
paying for roads and road patrol and oth- 
er highway and highway use items in the 
county. 

Either the proof of auto tax payment 
should be a legal prerequisite to license 
plate issuance or else the state should 
abolish the property tax on automotive 
vehicles and raise the price of the tag to 
compensate for the loss in revenue. 


A higher price for tags might not be 
good politics either. Forcing folks to 
carry their just share of the tax load isn’t 
apt to win voters among the tax dodg- 
ers. But it should prove popular with 
those who meet their obligations as they 
come due.

Make Coffee Your 
Drink for the Road 


NEW YORK~—If a bomb fell on America this 
holiday season, killed 962 and badly injured 13.,- 
000 others, the churches would be filled and there 


would be a call to arms. 


But that many people died and were injured in highway acci- 
dents during the observances of last Christmas and New Year's. Na- 
tional Safety Council estimates are that about as many will die or be 
knocked around over next weekend and the weekend that follows. 


The defense forms slowly. 


The Maryland Traffic Safety 
committee, whose executive di- 
rector is Paul E. Burke of Balti- 
more, informs me that tavern 
keepers of Maryland, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Dis- 
trict of Columbia have agreed to 
serve free coffee as the final drink 
for their departing guests during 
the holidays. 


The ‘‘one for the road’’ may not 
result in complete sobriety, Burke 
says, but the public spirited sa- 
loon owners feel it will do two 
worthwhile things: 

1. — Medical tests have shown 
that coffee taken after alcohol has 
a marked steadying effect and thus 
the chances of avoiding accidents 
would be improved if celebrants 
drink it before getting behind the 
wheels of their cars.

drink. The only price of the drink 
is the key to the guest’s car. The 


keys are to be redeemable the. 
next day or whenever the driver - 


returns to the tavern in fit condi- 
tion to drive.

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When the cold wind blows in from the west and smoke from the 
city’s furnaces fouls the air, that’s the time to think of the soft salty 


airs of the Caribbean. 


In the Caribbean now the weather is clear and warm. The heavy 


rains of summer are over and the hurricane season is past.

surf washes the dark volcanic sands of Martinique and the shining 


white beaches of Antigua. 

In St. Thomas, in the Virgin Is- 
lands, Munroe is tending bar on 
a terrace above the harbor of Char- 
lotte Amalie.

We don’t know much about Jo- 
seph of Nazareth. His name is 
briefly mentioned in the Gospels 
of Matthew, Luke and John, but 


not elsewhere in the Scriptures. 
Matthew calls him ‘‘a just man.” 
In a deep sleep he heard the voice 
of an angel of the Lord which said 
to him: “Joseph, thou son of 
Dayid, fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife: for that which is 
conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost. And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name 
Jesus’? (Matthew 1:20-21). After 
awakening, Joseph ‘‘did as the 
angel of the Lord had bidden him” 
(Matthew 1:24). 


Joseph was descended from King 
David. He was at Mary's side 
when Jesus was born. When the 
wrath of Herod was _ kindled 
against Jesus, he took Mary and 
Jesus to safety in Egypt. When the 
three returned to Nazareth, the 
arm of Joseph protected and pro- 
vided for the growing child. When 
Christ was 12 vears of age, Joseph 
journeyed to the Temple at Je- 
rusalem with Jesus and Mary. 


Nothing more is known of him 
than that which these fragments of 
Scripture relate. Tradition says he 
was considerably older than Mary, 
as was the custom of those times, 
and that he died before Jesus had 
reached the age of 18.

carpenter's trade. This responsi- 
bility may account for the fact that 
Jesus delayed his public ministry 
until the age of 30. 

A few facts and a scattered ac- 
count from tradition — this is all 
we can know of Joseph. But are 
there not some details which a 
‘sanctified imagination’’ may add? 

First, Joseph was a God-fearing 
man who was loyal to the God of 
his fathers and faithful to their re- 
ligious practices. Jesus in His ten- 
der vears learned at Joseph's knee 
the great lessons of faith and mor- 
ality, of love toward man and God, 
of service and sacrifice. 

Secondly, Joseph was a loving 
and devoted husband. Everything 
we know of him suggests this. Ev- 
ervthing Jesus taught concerning 
love for family and neighbor re- 
flects His home training and disci- 
plines. The highest compliment 
which we can pay to Joseph is 
found in the fact that Jesus taught 
His friends to call God their Heav- 
enly Father. 

I remember a little boy who, 
having been cast in the role of Jo- 
seph in a Christmas play, com- 
plained that he had no “speaking 
part.’’ Well, Joseph had a silent, 
though very important, role in the 
life of our Master. “They also 
serve who only stand and wait.” 

Joseph, silent and stalwart, stood 
at the side of Mary and Jesus, and 
when God called upon him, he did 
as ‘‘the Lord had bidden him.”

Mr. Eisenhower, on the other 
hand, would be well-advised to 
confer also with certain Demo- 
crats in Congress and to espouse 
principles rather than to try to 
dictate the actual legislation. 

Inside the Democratic party 
are just as many members of 
Congress who don’t want to bow 
down to the Communists at home 
or abroad as there are inside 
the Republican party. There are 
also just as many members in- 
side the Democratic party who 
don’t want to keep on handing

out American taxpayers’ money 
to foreign countries as there are 
inside the Republican party. 

The real issues are economie 
and domestic—whether taxpay- 
ers’ money. is to be wasted 
abroad and whether American 
enterprises are to be weakened 
by threats of government owner- 
ship and control of business. 

Mr. Eisenhower can lead only 
through the force of public opin- 
ion—the less partisan he himself 
happens to be politically, the bet- 
ter his chances for public sup- 
port of those measures which are 
really meritorious. 

Those among the President’s 
advisers who are egging him on 
to a split with Republicans in 
Congress who may conscientious- 
ly disagree with him are bound 
to do a disservice to Mr. Eisen- 
hower and his program.

Izvestia said, ‘‘The guilt of all 
the accused on the _ charges 
brought against them was com- 
pletely proved in court by, orig- 
inal documents, materi evi- 
dence, notes by the accused in 
their own handwriting and the 
evidence of numerous witnesses.’’ 


HEADS NATION 

Nikolai M. Shvernik, former 
president of the Soviet Union, 
was a member of the court which 
sentenced Beria and his aides to’ 
death. 

Soviet newspapers had hinted 
yesterday that Beria’s trial was 
under way. 

Beria was accused of conspir- 
ing to overthrow the Communist 
regime as an agent of ‘‘foreign 
capital.” 

The accusation was first made 
by Premier Malenkov in July—a 
few months after the death of 
Premier Josef Stalin.

Beria then made a bold bid 
for power. He tried to win ‘sup- 
porters by a so-called liberal 
policy and succeeded-in purging 
a close associate of Malenkov, 
L. G. Melnikov.

ROAD SIGNS 


Gov. Talmadge yesterday signed 
into law a controversial bill which 
gives the State Highway Depart- 
ment sole jurisdiction over high- 
way directional signs and road 
markers—either on the right-of- 
way or land adjacent to the right- 
of-way—on all state aid. system 
roads. 


This means that no road associ- 
ations or business groups may put 
up signs in conflict with official 
markers put up by the Highway 
department. The Highway depart- 
ment, itself, won’t use such lan- 
guage as ‘‘shortest and best 
route’’—it will just list the miles 
to the destination. However, it 
will permit private groups to use 
signs reading ‘‘shortest and best 
route’ only if this is a true state- 
ment, 


CHATHAM DISPUTE

Filipinos will pick Georgia wa- 
termelons in the spring and have 
Peach State clubwomen to 
thank. 


Oriental-style turnip greens 
will also be growing soon in 
Philippine families’ back-yard 
gardens. 

Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs members, along with 
clubwomen over the country, 
are sending vegetable seeds to 
the Philippine Islands in a new 
Seeds for Democracy program. 

Under sponsorship of the Com- 
mittee for Free Asia Inc., the 
program’s aim is to help the Pa- 
cific islanders produce an ade- 
quate amount of food from fam- 
ily gardens, Mrs. Frank Hay, 
Dallas matron who heads Geor- 
gia’s participation, explained. 

“The people of the Philippines 
are still recovering from the rav- 


ages of Japanese occupation in 
World War II,’”’ Mrs. Hay said. 

The cost of importing vegeta- 
ble seeds is prohibitive, she said, 
and seeds do not reproduce well 
on the islands. 


Working through an Atlanta 
nurserytiian, the Georgia women 
are sending seed collections in- 
cluding garden cabbage, three 
varieties of tomatoes, egg plant, 
zucchini and crookneck squash, 
all especially suited to the semi- 
tropical climate of the islands. 

The melon seeds are Tom Wat- 
son variety, named for the fa- 
mous Georgia statesman. And 
tendergreen mustard seeds, ‘‘the 
next thing to turnip greens,’’ ‘are 


also included, according to Mrs. 


Hay.

Maybe you sent your Christmas cards to Miss Watson last 
year. If so, you’ll be pleased to know how much first-hand pleas- 
ure your second-hand cards brought to people all over the South. 

Mise Laura is one of those seemingly frail but thoroughly 
indominatable little women who did not let poor health and lack of 
money deter her in her resolve to do something for others at the 
Christmas season. A few years ago she started making over her 
old Christmas cards and outfitting them with new envelopes so 
the patients at Milledgeville State Hospital would have some 
cards to send to their friends. 


Since then the project has grown and Miss Laura has be- 
come known as “The Christmas Card Lady’’ to thousands of 
people who annually send her their old cards to be reused by 
someone else next Christmas. She has set aside one entire room 
of her apartment for the project and recruited assistance from 
members of her Sunday school class. In fact, the T.E.L. Class at 
Druid Hills Baptist Church has taken on Miss Laura’s project 
as a class project. In addition she had loyal assistance from 
Miss Mildred Hardy, a member of the board at Eventide, and six 
residents of Eventide, one of them an 80-year-old lady. Mrs. 
Caroline McKnight helped ‘her prepare 4,000 cards for Milledge- 
ville State Hospital patients. 

Working with impeccable taste and deft, precise strokes, 
Miss Laura and her friends utterly transformed about 50,000 
cards. They sent 9,000 Christmas cards, ready for mailing, to 
the patients at Milledgeville, the Alabama State Hospital at Tus- 
caloosa and Battle Hill Haven. They also sent out 1,000! birthday 
cards to be mailed by patients to friends or to other patients 
who never receive mail. 


They made 2,000 booklets from old Christmas cards to be 
placed on patients’ trays on Christmas days and 16 scrapbooks 
on various subjects for Milledgeville patients. About 5,000 se- 
lected cards were sent to Africa for use in leper colonies, 
churches, schools and mission work. 

“It was a wonderful year,’”’ said Miss Laura serenely. ‘‘So 
many friends sent cards and others donated new envelopes, a 
paper cutter, pinking scissors and cash for postage and ma- 
terials. I want to express my sincere appreciation to all of those 
who sent cards or otherwise helped.”’ 


Miss Laura is planning to expand her work this year. She in- 
sists that she can’t get too many cards and if you can’t bear 
to part with yours unless you know they’re going to be appreciated 
elsewhere, here’s your chance.

Yule Shoppers Setting 
Record, Retailers Say 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Atlanta retail merchants will close their doors tonight on 
what may well prove to be the biggest Christmas shopping 
splurge in the city’s history... surpassing even last year’s 
record-breaking spree. 

ra spot survey of retailers, completed yesterday by The Con- 
stitution, indicates... with one or two exceptions... that 
more Christmas gifts than ever before will be opened in Atlanta 
area homes tonight and tomorrow morning. 

The biggest sales increase over last season, ranging from 10 
to 15 per cert, was reported by independent and chdin food 
stores. This is in lire with their predictions of two months ago. 
One food store executive attributed the gain in part to the fact 
that this year finds a greater variety of selections and no short- 
ages. 

’ Department and general merchandise outlets are generally 
running neck-and-neck with the all-time reccrd Christmas volume 
of last year. Several noted at least slight increases, while some 
said that an unexpectedly large number of shoppers crowding 
their stores this week may boost the season’s volume even 
higher. 

This week’s big rush... attributed to one more selling day 

than in the same week a year ago, and to more night openings 
. . is also influencing clothing store sales. 
'Men’s store officials said business at the beginning of the 
week was as good or slightly better than last year. One said 
that by closing time tonight his store may wind up ahead by as 
much as 10 per cent. 

Women’s apparel stores are also doing well. One such execu- 
tive said his store’s son. is running about 7 per cent ahead 


of the peak 1952 season. /Another, very pleased despite a slow 
start. reported sales volume nearly 2 per cent ahead of last year 
and said he expected to wind up anywhere from eyen to an in- 
crease of 5 per cent. 

One factor that seems tynical of many stores surveyed is 
that the average unit sale is for less money than last year, but 
that the volume of these sales compensates for the difference. 
Also widely reported: Although the consumer is spending more 
than he did last vear. he is spending it more cautiously than at 
any time since World War II. 

Not all tvnes of business, however. are enjoying anything 
comnarable to last vear’s sales and profits. 

The biggest decline has hit appliance and television dealers. 
Sales on these articles have falien from 10 to 25 per cent behind 
last Christmas. Said one dealer, commenting on his poor tele- 
vision sales. ‘“‘The biggest drawhacks are fear of color and mar- 
ket saturation in the middle and high income brackets. . 
the low income families are without television now.” 

Most of the appliance officials also reported thaf their year’s 
sales were running from 10 to 15 per cent under the 1952 level. 

Also hit by declining Christmas (and all-year) sales, though 
not nearly so hard as in the appliance field. are Atlanta area 
furniture dealers. A verv few said they were even or a little 
ahead of last Christmas. but the majority reported sales volume 
off by as much as 5 or 10 per cent. 

With these exceptions taken into account, however. if still ap- 
pears that the 1953 Christmas shopping spree may now be safely 
called ‘‘the bizgest in Atlanta history.” 


Traffic Points to Sales Mark 


Another indication that this vear’s Christmas business will 
equal or better last year’s comes from police and transit com- 
pany estimates. 

Supt. T. J. Sikes. head of the Atlanta Police Dept. traffic 
division, said automobile traffic volume has been heavier than in 
any previous Christmas season. Monday, he added. was probably 
the biggest single day for traffie in the city’s history. 

John O. Gerson, vice president and general manager of the 
Atlanta Transit Co.. reported the volume of passengers carried 
on the system’s trolleys and buses this Christmas season has 
been about equal to the 1952 season. 


Christmas Boost

Last of 13 
Convicts Put 


In Solitary 


JACKSON, Mich., Dec. 3 (B— 


The last two of 13 tough convicts, 
trapped before dawn in Richmond, 
Ind., were returned tonight to 
Southern Michigan Prison from 
which they escaped Saturday. 
The two were slammed into soli- 
tary confinement in notorious Cell 
Block 15, where mutineers set off 
a bloody and costly riot in the 
world’s largest walled penitentiary 
in April, 1952. 

Arriving at 6:20 p.m., they fol- 
lowed by three hours three part- 
ners with whom they fled Jackson 
Saturday night, after abducting 
two women hostages for a wild 
flight to Detroit. The women were 
released unharmed. Three convicts 
were taken at the shabby Detroit 
home of an ex-convict Monday.

Georgia’s automobile license tag registration lists are 
sold by the state to two firms in Cincinnati and Atlanta 
who resell the lists to companies or organizations wanting 


them for mailing lists. 
This was disclosed by State 


Revenue Department officials 
yesterday when they were asked 
how the Disabled Veterans, Inc., 
obtained the names and addresses 
of Georgia automobile owners for 
direct mail solicitation for con- 
tributions. 

State Revenue Commissioner 
Charles D. Redwine and W. L. 
Burch, head of the motor vehicle 
registration unit, said it has been 
a custom for many years for the 
Revenue department to sell the 
jists. The names are sold for $5 
per thousand to each purchaser, 
Burch said, which means that the 
state collects about $10,000 a year 
from the sales. 

Redwine pointed out that the 
lists are a matter of public record 
and are open to anyone who 
wants to inspect or copy them.
